NEW YORK, Sept. 20.— (UP) — 


The American Legion kept a ren- 
dezvous with Fifth avenue and 
Broadway today — 20 years after 
the "doughboys" marched down 
them to sail for France— and turn- 
ed the country's biggest city into 
a three-ring circus. 


Trains, buses, automobiles, and 


airplanes brought more than 250,- 
000 singing, shouting legionnaires 
and their families to the largest 
convention in legion history. 
It 


opened at 8 a. in. (EST) in Madi- 
son Square Garden. 


New York's own millions, who 


had never before been hosts to 
the legiojii, were dazed by the 
pranks arid gayety of the veter- 
ans, who turned the city up-side 
down while a comparative few 
comrades discussed legion policies 
seriously in hotel room confer- 
ences. 


National Commander Harry W. 


Colmery introduced a serious note 
last night — the only one in a day 
crowded with individual and mass 
forays of boyish mischief and mer- 
ry-making, the national comman- 
der's annual report. 
He called 


for protection of the Constitution 
and an independent judiciary as 
the "only bulwark through which 
to preserve the freedom and lib- 
erty of the citizen." 


Co-Operation Asked 


He appealed for co-operation in 


averting "the tragedy of war and 
making permanent the blessing of 
peace." He attacked Germany for 
reportedly planning to establish 
Nazi camps in the United States. 
He demanded the enactment of a 
universal draft act. He suggested 
a world-wide survey of the causes 
of war and defended the right of 
individual legionnaires to help pre- 
serve order during sti-ikes when 
law enforcement agencies break 
down. 


The report was published as an 


estimated 
150,000 
legionnaires 


crowded into Times Square, on 
foot and in every kind of" convey- 
ance from motor-driven locomo- 
tives and battleships to "leaping 
lenas," and held it against all 
comers. 
They fired cannon, set 


off firecrackers, dropped bags fill- 
ed with water from hotel windows 
onto 
unsuspecting 
pedestrians, 


auctioned off taxicabs, dangled live 
baby alligators before the eyes of 
every pretty girl who 
passed, 


rode horses into hotel lobbies and 
sat down resolutely in front of 
street cars, buses and taxis.

COLUMBUS, Sept. 20—(UP)—Jamea C. Woodward, close-lipped 
| warden of the Ohio Penitentiary, today looked to the time when "the 


boys" may be housed in a bright, glass brick building, enjoy the 
privacy of individual cells and spend a larger part of their days in 
wholesome, out-of-doors recreation, 


Seated in the dim office of the drab, high-walied, century 


old penal institution here, Woodward decried the fact that tne state 


<$>was forced to crowd as many as 


six inmates in one small cell and 
admitted that, many changes must 
be effected to bring a more hu- 
man atmosphere to Ohio's "big 
house." 


"Overcrowding is one of the 


first things that should be cor- 
rected," Woodward said. "A man 
must have some privacy. 
You 


can't put six men who have never 
seen each other before into one 
small cell and expect them to get 
along together." 


34 Have Eight 


Woodward 
pointed out 
that 


there were only 47 cells contain- 
ing only one man, 280 cells with 
two men, 612 with four men and 
34 cells with eight men. In addi- 
tion, there are six dormitories con- 
taining a minimum of 100 men 
each. 


The warden pointed to Michigan 


as probably the most advanced 
state in the housing of inmates. 
There, he said, two modern pen- 
itentiaries have been built, one 
with 5000 individual cells each 
larger than the 
Ohio Peniten- 


tiary's four-man cells. 


Woodward also pointed out that 


there are no private wards in the 
Ohio penitentiary where inmates 
who have just undergone an opera- 
tion may be placed. 


"If I were able to write the spe- 


cifications for a new penitentiary." 
Woodward said, "I would see that 
the men had privacy, plenty of 
room and a maximum of day- 
light. A modern building utilizing 
glass construction would be excel- 
lent." 


Woodward also said he would 


try to give each man at least half 
a' day in the open. 
At present 


inmates receive a maximum of 
about three hours a day. 


Library, School Adequate 


The present library and school- 


ing facilities are adequate, he 
said. Inmates who cannot read or 
write have the opportunity of 
schooling through the ighth grade. 
In 
addition, special courses in 


bookkeeping and other commercial 
subjects are offered to the more 
ambitious. 


Woodward smiled at the sugges- 


tion that the system of permit- 
ting "honor" prisoners to leave 
the grounds and visit their fam- 
ilies, as practiced in penal insti- 
tutions in Soviet Russia, might be 
followed here. 


"They keep tab on people over 


there much more closely than we 
do here," he said. 
"You might 


have difficulty locating them again 
once you let them out." 


Woodward said he knew of no 


way of keeping inmates out or 
the penitenitary "permaneth-"

rN THE early part of 1934 there 


was an outbreak of measlea in the 
neighborhood, and Esther, who had 
escaped the malady in her child- 
hood, fell a victim.

tated, nearly lost her nerve, then 
decided to try to get back. There 
was just time, but in turning she 
slipped on the greasy surface. 


The corner was badly lighted, 


and the driver, on his proper side, 
did not see her until she was be- 
neath his wheels. . . . The truck 
carried her a dozen yards before 
throwing her, with a hideous sound 
of collapse, louder than could be 
conceived possible, back on to the 
roadway. 
Kennedy was up to her 


just as the lorry had screeched to 
a standstill. 
She lay dreadfully 


inert. 
He thought she was dead. 


She lay seven months !n a pri- 


vate ward at the General hospital 
at Westbourne. She had been car- 
ried there as the nearest place 
where assistance could be given, 
and it was afterwards found im- 
possible to move her. The injuries 
were terrible—compound fractures 
of the right humerua and tibia 
fracture of the base of the skull, 
severe contusions and lacerations 
on face and body were the worst 
That she survived at all was 
against all common sense, and for 
over a week she was not expected 
to do so. Both the medical super- 
intendent and the house surgeon of 
the hospital were uncompromising 
opponents of the purely narcotic 
use of the stronger drugs, and the 
fact that they allowed her to be 
given heavy doses of morphia every 
night for the first 12 days testified 
to the hopeless view they took of 
the case. 


In view of the skull injury— 


actually the least immediately sen 
ous—they were unable to start on 
the complicated task of setting the 
other fractures until valuable time 
had elapsed. 
The doctors were of 


the opinion that both leg and arm 
should be plated, but as the patient 
was in no condition to stand an 
operation at this stage, they tried 
to reduce the fractures by exten- 
sion. 
A kind of scaffolding wan 


built around the bed. and roped 
'.vefghts passing over pulleys were 


Esther slipped on the roadway's greasy surface. 


attached to It and Esther's limbs. 
It was a hideous contraption, sug- 
gesting a device of the torture 
chamber—which indeed it was, for 
the weights, excruciatingly pain- 
ful, were piled on to the limits of 
the victim's endurance. 


In the case of the tibia, some 


progress was made by this method, 
though owing to the time that had 
elapsed muscles had atrophied and 
it was impossible to make a really 
satisfactory 
Job. Still, 
it 
was 


judged best to leave it at that, 
trusting to massage to bring about 
a gradual improvement. 
But the 


fracture to the humerus did not 
respond. The broken bones showed 
no sign of coming together, and if 
the arm was to be saved at all a 
plate would have to be inserted. 
But this project set up a vicious 
circle. 
The longer plating was 


postponed the better chance Esther 
would have of standing the oper- 
ation, but the greater was the risk 
of sepsis, for the abrasion set up 
by the extension had brought the 
flesh to an ugly condition. 


The problem was put up to 


Kennedy, who, with the concur- 
rence of Dr. Arkwright, decided on 
boldness. The operation was suc- 
cessfully performed, but the fear 
of sepsis proved only too well 
grounded. 
For many months the 


arm was riddled with discharging 
sinuses, and the union of the bone 
was slow In forming. It was not 
found possible to remove the plate 
until August. A month later this 
poor wreck of a woman left the 
hospital, being taken for such re- 
covery 
as 
she could 
hope 
to 


achieve to an expensive West- 
bourne nursing home. 
She re- 


mained 
there for two months, 


slowly regaining a fair amount of 
physical strength. 


Late in November Esther was 


brought back to The Wilderness, 
an object of pity and horror to 
al) who had known her In her ra- 
diant prime. So long as she was 
in hospital she had never been 
told the full truth about her con- 
dition, but she knew the worst 
now. 
Her right leg was perma- 


nently shortened by thre.- inches; 
it might not be necessary for her 
to use a surgical boot, but she 
would never walls without a limp. 
Her right arm was withered and 
the movem?nt of the elbow com- 
pletely lest. 
Her nose and upper 


lips were cruelly disfigured, and 
though plastic surgery 
held out 


hopes of an improvement at a later 
date, It could at best only be par- 


tial. Her hair had gone gray, and 
her face taken on deep, permanent 
lines. 


But suffering had left legacies 


other than physical disability. She 
could not shake ofl the horror of 
the original catastrophe. 
That 


dreadful moment Just before the 
impact, when her mind had appre- 
hended with pellucid clearness the 
virtual certainty of extinction, was 
with her always, retiring a little 
before the distraction of daytime, 
but returnng to ravage her nights. 


After she had been home a few 


weeks her nightmares returned— 
at first in the form of sudden 
sweating awakenings with pound- 
ing heart; later, as her strength 
increased, taking more active and 
violent form. The nurse, who had 
been engaged to stay at The Wil- 
derness so long as her services 
were required, often had difficulty 
in restraining her. Harold Ark- 
wright confessed himself at a loss 
for an effective treatment, apart 
from drugging her lightly. Pri- 
vately lie suggested she should be 
taken to a psychoanalyst, though 
his professional position debarred 
him from taking any steps in the 
matter. In all other respects he 
was satisfied with the progress 
made. 
True. Esther was silent, 


morose, touchy, as she had never 
been before, sensitive in the ex- 
treme to the fact that she was a 
cripple—but her physical strength 
was returning so rapidly that ha 
felt confident that these symptoms 
would prove transitory, at least in 
any aggravated form. 


What of Tim Kennedy during 


this painful time? 
In West Shil- 


ston people gave him almost as 
much pity as his wife—he bore the 
blow 
v/Ith 
such 
uncomplaining 


fortitude, he treated Esther with 
such 
unfailing 
tenderness 
and 


solicitude. 
While she was in ths 


hospital and the nursing home he 
had motored to Westbourne and 
back every evening after his work, 
sitting with her for hours on end, 
tending to such of her needs as he 
could, staying, tf she could not 
sleep, until the small hours of the 
next morning. 


He courted no sympathy from 


friends, he evinced a dislike of dis- 
cussing the matter at all: but it 
was recognized that he was not a 
man to wear his heart on his 
sleeve. 
What agonies he went 


through in the solitary night hours 
at The Wilderness could only be 
conjectured.

workers. 


The mine was worked first be- 


fore the Civil War. After $9,000,- 
000 worth of ore was taken from 
it the Granby Company sold it to 
the American Smelting Company, 
owned by the Guggenheim family. 
Neither company mined it, 
but 


leased it on a soyalty basis. At; 
times the royalties ran as" high as 
25 percent.

against the Chinese army here in 
more than, five weeks of fighting, 
the Japanese decided 
to strike 


Nanking with the utmost 
force 


they could muster, believing it the 
nerve center of the Chinese resis- 
tance. 


Vice Admiral Kiyoshl Hasegawa, 


Japanese navy commander in chief, 
set noon tomorrow {midnight Mon- 
day) as the deadline, after which 
Japanese planes will bomb the an- 
cient city on an unprecedented 
scale. 


He warned all foreign authori- 


ties, through the American con- 
sulate general here, to get their 
citizens out of the capital. At the 
request of the Japanese, the con- 
sulate 
general 
forwarded 
the 


warning to other foreign authori- 
ties—and to the state department 
at Washington. 


The dread 
announcement 
de- 


tracted attention almost complete- 
ly from the battle 
here, 
where 


Chinese troops continued their 
challenge to the Japanese. 


A United Press survey showed 


that the Japanese had massed a 
minimum of 200 planes here and 
on Formosa island, 450 miles south 
of Shanghai. 


"They can blow Nanking off the 


map if they want to," a foreign 
air force expert said.
